Dear Sir — I herewith present my biennial report 
embracing the financial transactions of this department 
for the two fiscal years, beginning, respectively, Octo- 
ber 1, 1894, and October 1, 1895, and ending, respect- 
ively, September 30, 1895, and September 30, 1896. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES 
of each fund are given in detail. 

TABULATED STATEMENTS 

showing the balances in each of said funds at the close 
of each quarter and of each fiscal year are given, to- 
gether with exhibits. These epitomize quarterly re- 
ceipts and expenditures on account of the said several 
funds. 

LEGISLATIVE APPROPRIATIONS. 

I submit, also, itemized statements, for the same 
periods as stated above, of the disbursements of the 
various Legislative appropriations. 



RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS AND BAL- 
ANCES FROM TREASURER'S LAST REPORT 
TO THE END OP HIS TERM. 

As the last biennial report of my predecessor, Hon. 
R. B. Morrow, under the law, couldionly extend to the 
close of the fiscal year, September 30, 1894, from the 
records of this office, I submit ft statement showing re- 
ceipts, disbursements and balances, for all purposes, to 
the close of his term, January 17, 1895. 

THE R. B. MORROW NOTES. 

Attention is called to the payment of these notes. 
Under an act of the General Assembly, approved March 
21, 1891, Hon. R. B. Morrow, then Treasurer, was 
authorized to borrow from Swamp Land and Internal 
Improvement Funds, on account of General Revenue 
Funql, amounts as embodied in tabulated statements of 
this report. The notes referred to above were executed 
by said Treasurer in pursuance of said act, and by 
direction of State Debt Board settlement therefor was 
made on September 8, 1896. 

COMMUNICATION FROM COMMON SCHOOL COM- 
MISSIONERS. 

On the 20th of May, 1895, 1 received from the Board 
of Common School Commissioners, through their secre- 
tary, Hon. Junius Jordan, Superintendent Public In- 
struction, the following communication : 

Little Rock, Abk., May 20, 1895. 

Hon. Ransom ChuMey^ State Treasurer ', Little Roclc, 
Arkansas : 

The following resolution has been adopted by the 
Board of Common School Commissioners and the secre- 
tary requested to furnish you a copy for your consider- 
ation : 

" That the Honorable State Treasurer be requested 
to apportion and apply to the credit of the Permanent 
School Fund 10 per cent of the State's interest in all 
moneys received by him from the sale of State land, in 



\ 



the manner as he apportions and applies to the credit 
of the different counties their proportionate part of the 
proceeds of sale of forfeited lands." 

Junius Jordan, Secretary. 

I did not " apportion and apply to the credit of the 
Permanent School Fund 10 per cent of the State's in- 
terest in all moneys received from the sale of State 
land," as requested in the above communication, for 
the following reasons : 

I. There was no appropriation by the General As- 
sembly for this purpose. And I am required by sec- 
tion 3254 (4) Sandels & Hill's Digest " to keep a just 
and true account of each head Of appropriations made 
by law, and the disbursements under the same." 

II. As Treasurer I can only "disburse the public 
moneys upon warrants drawn upon the Treasury ac- 
cording to law, and not otherwise." Section 3254 (2) and 
section 3261. If it is contended these general pro- 
visions of law are changed or modified by the act of 
December 7, 1875, referred to by the Commissioners, 
and which designated as a part of the Common School 
Fund 10 per cent of the net proceeds of the sales of all 
State lands, then it is submitted that the law upon 
which they rely was in turn modified or changed by 
the act approved April 1, 1887, which, among other 
things, provides : " The counties in which the lands 
so sold are situated shall be entitled to 60 per cent of 
all moneys arising from the sale of forfeited lands 
within their respective border." 

We are in hearty sympathy with the common 
school interests of the State. Neither officially nor 
personally would we impede the progress of our most 
excellent system. The Treasurer's duty in this matter 
is not defined by law. There was no appropriation 
made by the General Assembly. There was no warrant 
issued by the Auditor. Hence, we respectfully declined 
to act as requested. 

BONDS OF THE STATE IN THE HANDS OF THE 
UNION TRUST COMPANY OF NEW YORK. 

On the 9th of July, 1896, you, as Chief Executive, 
gave me written authority directed to the Union Trust 
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Company of New York, requesting said company to 
deliver to me as Treasurer all bonds, coupons, books 
and other property belonging to the State and held 
by them as agents thereof. 

In company with Mr. Mills, the Auditor, on July 
13, 1896, in the office of the said company in New 
York, an inventory and schedule of all the property 
was delivered to me. On taking possession, the evi- 
dences of debt were at once cancelled, and everything 
delivered to me brought back to the State. The can- 
celled bonds and coupons, after being verified, were 
destroyed by the Burning Board. Copies of your let- 
ter of authority and my receipt to the Union Trust 
Company are attached to this report. 

THE ARKANSAS INDUSTRIAL UNIVERSITY 

FUND. 

On July 6, 1895, 1 received from the United States 
Treasurer a remittance of $21,000 made by him under 
an act of Congress, approved August 30, 1890, "for the 
benefit of colleges and mechanic arts." The act, among 
other things, provided that the State Treasurer "shall 
upon order of the trustees of the college pay over said 
sums to the treasurers of the respective colleges or 
other institutions entitled to receive the same." 

On August 26 this sum was paid by me to Hon. 
Hugh P. Reagan, then treasurer of the Arkansas Indus- 
trial University, as directed by the Board of Trustees, 
to be distributed on account of the University at 
Fayetteville and Branch Normal at Pine Bluff. 

On July 6, 1896, on same fund from same source, I 
received $22,000, which in like manner has been dis- 
bursed. Table No. 13 of this report shows receipts 
and disbursements. 

BONDED INDEBTEDNESS. 

I submit, also, as an appendix to this report, a 
schedule of the bonded indebtedness of the State, as 
compiled from the records of his office by Hon. C. B. 
Mills, Auditor. 

Many reasons exist why the Legislature should 
make provision for the payment of the bonded indebt* 
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edness of the State. States, like individuals, should 
maintain their integrity by promptly meeting their ob- 
ligations. Arksansas is able to pay her debts. There 
is no plainer provision in our Constitution than Section 
2, Article 16: "The General Assembly shall from 
time* to time provide for the payment of all just and 
legal debts of the State." 

Without enumerating other reasons, I would re- 
spectfully recommend the passage of an act — in the 
language of ex-Governor Fishback — "authorizing and 
directing the Treasurer to give ample notice in the 
financial centers of the world that all evidences of debt 
against the State of Arkansas, of whatever kind or 
description, shall be brought to the Treasurer on or be- 
fore a certain date, giving ample time, to be by the 
State Debt Board examined, registered and stamped, 
and that all such evidences of debt which shall not be 
brought in on or before that date shall be forever 
barred from payment." 

Said u evidences of debt " to be refunded at a low 
rate of interest, and payment to be made as rapidly as 
possible. Such an adjustment of our debts, already 
delayed too long, would manifestly be acceptable to 
the creditors, and very gratifying to every good citizen 
of our State.
